Materials like rice grains, straw, and other plant materials that 
can be used for weaving or handicrafts can be acquired from 
here. Additionally, the rice paddies can be a source of fish, 
frogs, or other aquatic life that thrive in the stagnant water. 


What is this place/location? Forest

This is because the raw materials are sourced 
directly from the environment and do not undergo extensive processing and packaging.

The advantages of using these materials include their low cost, availability, and unique natural 
qualities. However, the disadvantages include the limited availability of some materials, the 
need to process and prepare the materials before use, and the potential environmental impact 
of harvesting certain materials.

1. Which place of your house has the most amount of potential art materials? Why? 


The other parts of the house not mentioned have the most amount of potential art 
materials because they are the most versatile in terms of the types of materials that can 
be found there. For example, old electronics, scraps of wallpaper, and broken jewelry 
can all be used in a wide variety of art projects. 


2. Among the art materials you have listed, which one is the most abundant? What is its 
source? 


The most abundant art material is likely old magazines and newspapers, which can be 


found in multiple areas of the house like the living room and other parts of the house 
not mentioned. 


3. Cite the art materials that you can use together in creating an artwork. 


Natural materials such as leaves and flowers are versatile for use in mixed media 


projects. When creating a collage, consider using these organic materials as well as 
embellishments like buttons and beads. In addition to these materials, you can also 
incorporate found objects into your artwork. For instance, empty cans or containers can 
be painted or transformed into sculptures by combining them with scrap wood or other 
building materials. 


Activity 2: Checking out Local Art Materials 
Answers: 
1. From the list of available local art materials, the following items can be readily and freely 
used without any hassle or concerns from family members: 
e Old magazines and newspapers 
e Colored pencils, markers, or pens 
e Empty cereal boxes or cardboard packaging 
e Fallen branches or twigs 
e Rocks or pebbles 
e Empty cans or containers 
e Yarn, thread, and fabric scraps 
e Paint and paint brushes 


2. With these materials, a mixed media artwork can be created featuring natural elements like 
branches, rocks, and leaves, combined with painted and collaged elements like magazine 
cutouts and cardboard packaging. 


3.Steps to create the mixed media artwork: 

Step 1: Collect natural materials like branches, rocks, and leaves from the front or back yard. 

Step 2: Paint empty cans or containers with acrylic paint and set aside to dry. 

Step 3: Cut out interesting shapes or patterns from old magazines and newspapers. 

Step 4: Arrange the natural and painted elements on a canvas or sheet of paper in a visually pleasing 
way. 

Step 5: Glue the magazine cutouts onto the canvas or paper to add more texture and interest. 

Step 6: Use yarn, fabric scraps, or paint to add more details or accents to the artwork. 

Step 7: Display the finished mixed media artwork in a prominent location in the house.
